opening day sign. 


The only strikers who arc get- 


ting any pay are those who are 
willing to picket, and they are 
receiving $2 a day. That *U a 
week, they'll tell you, doesn't 
even dent the grocery bill.

Still in Korea 


The St. Paul was firing on Com- 


munist positions on the Korean 
east coast. It continued firing after 
the blast and still is in Korean 
waters. 


Communist shore guns weie not 


firing at the American warship. 


The worst previous naval dis- 


aster of this war was-June 21 when 
the U.S. Destroyer Walke hit a 
mine off Wonsan. Twenty-six were 
killed and 40 wounded. 


Firing on Reds 


The St. Paul was firing on a Red 


rear stronghold at Kojo, about mid 
way between the battle line and the 
besieged Red port of Wonsan. 


The cruiser has a battery ot nine 


eight-inch guns in three turrets and 
a secondary batter of 12 five-inch 
dual purpose guns in paiip.

U. N. Brass Proposes Full-Dress

tions. The surprise move came six hours after the Communists brok* 
off secret negotiations on how to exchange prisoners of war. 


The U.N. gave no reawm for 


suggesting a plenary session. 


The Communists called on the 


secret prisoner negotiations after 
the U.N. command announced it 
would return less than hait the 
Reds captured in Korea. 


Remove Veil 


The effect of the Red action was 


to remove the veil of secrecy from 
negotiations. 


The prisoner talks were recessed 


at the request of Col. George Hick- 
man, who said the U.N. command 
wanted to reassess its position in 
the light of developments. 


The Communists did not reply 


immediately to the request for a 
full-drcM session. 


The five-man truce teams of ad- 


mirals and generals have i.ot met 
since mid-February. 


Three Hurdle* 


They still face three big nurdles 


to an armistice: U.N. demands for 
voluntary repatriation of prisoners 
and a ban on airfield construction, 
and Communist nomination of Rus- 
sia as a neutral inspector. 


The Reds ended the secrecy on 


prisoner talks six days after being 
told that only 70,000 of 139,000 
prisoners of war and civilian in- 
ternees wanted to return to the 
Communists. 


Neither side * suggested 
truce 


talks were in total collapw But 
grim allied negotiators made no 
effort to mask the seriousness of 
the situation.

U. S., Iran 
Agreed 011 
New Terms 


TEHRAN, Iran,—(AP)—Authori- 


tative sources said today Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh's govern- 
ment and the United States have 
agreed on terms for resuming U. 
S. military aid to strategic, oil- 
rich Iran. 


Aid was suspended early in Jan- 


uary because Mossadegh refused 
to sign a contract containing six 
commitments tying Iran to co- 
operation with the West, as pro- 
vided under the U. S. Mutual Se- 
curity Act. 


Mossadegh contended such an 


agreement would violate his neu- 
trality in the East-West cold war. 
This hurdle was overcome in an 
exchange of notes between Moss- 
adegh and U. S. Ambassador Loy 
Henderson Wednesday 


It was reliably reported that 


Mossadegh's note pledged Iran to 
support the United Nations charter 
with all resources at his command, 
build up its defenses, and fight any 
aggression directed against the 
country. 


Henderson then informed Moss- 


adegh that the U. S. state depart- 
ment felt this policy 
statement 


made Iran eligible for renewed 
military aid. 
• The text of the notes was not 
made public Immediately but was 
expected soon. U. S. embassy offi- 
cials declined immediate comment 
on the reported agreement. 


A state department spokesman 


in Vashington said he had no 
comment on the report immediate- ' 
ly but may later today.

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Taft Can Still Win Big Part 
of Pennsylvania's Delegates 


In a reasonably accurate sense, Pennsylvania's presi- 


dential primary was Illinois in reverse. 


Senator Taft won Illinois overwhelmingly.against Harold 


Stassen, the only other candidate on the ballot. General 
Eisenhower took Pennsylvania in sweeping style, again 
swamping Stassen, his sole ballot opponent. 


In Illinois, Eisenhower polled upwards of 135,000 in 


write-in votes. In Pennsylvania, Taft collected close to 130,- 
000 write-ins. Taft's percentage of the Illinois vote was 73, 
against Eisenhower's 11 per cent. Ike's share of the Penn- 
sylvania Republican total was 76. against Taft's 13 per cent. 


Both write-in showings were creditable under the cir- 


cumstances. There was more surface evidence of campaign 
effort behind Ike's Illinois write-in than behind Taft's in 
Pennsylvania. But not all campaign work meets the eye, 
and it is possible some pretty earnest vote-drumming was 
done by the Taft forces in Pennsylvania.

The only fair conclusion to draw is that Illinois proved 


itself good Taft territory and Pennsylvania showed solid 
Eisenhower leanings. 


It is too bad these two candidates were not actually 


matched on the ballot in both states, since a fair test would 
then have been had in two of the most populous sectors of 
the country. 


Eisenhower was kept off the Illinois ballot because his 


campaign leaders considered it an unfavorable state. Taft 
was held off the ballot in Pennsylvania for much the same 
reason. 


We may discount the senators statement that he stayed 


out because the result of the popularity test was not binding 
on delegates. Neither is it in Illinois, New Hampshire or 
West Virginia—all states Taft chose to enter. 


Illinois and Pennsylvania do not quite cancel each other. 


Taft won 59 of the 60 GOP delegates in Illinois, because the 
officially unpledged winners are actually. 'pro-Taft organiza- 
tion candidates. 
; : 


It's another story in Pennsylvania, where Governo'r Pine 


and the Grundy-Owlett organization control some 60 of the 
unpledged delegates and have not yet committed them to 
any candidate. Despite Ike's victory, Taft still may come out 
with a big chunk of that delegate strength. 


Eisenhower's parallel triumph in New York is of a 


slightly different order. He has been conceded the great bulk 
of New York's 96 GOP delegates all along, though Taft people 
have now and then claimed as many as 20. Ike supporters 
won all but a few of the 11 disputed berths, and thus the 
general will have close to 90 additional votes at Chicago. 


Fairly it may be said that Pennsylvania and New York 


ran true to form. They brought the GOP race closer to the 
decisive stage, but they did not actually tip the scales either 
way.

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—The new U. S. ambassador to .Bolivia, 


Edward J. Sparks, was on his way to the capital at LA Paz when 
the bloody revolution broke out there recently. 
'. This Ambassador Sparks is something of a rarity among career 
diplomats. He is not a college graduate. 
Born in Jersey City 55 


years ago, he was 'graduated from Curtis high school in New York 
City, and that ended his formal education. 


He got a job in a factory and then became a clerk in the War 


Department, starting at the bottom. 
When he was assigned as a 


clerk in the office of the U. 8. military attache at Santiago, Chile, in 
1919, he decided that foreign service was for him. Transferring to 
Department of State, he served in seven Latin-American posts in 30 
years, the last being counselor of embassy at Caracas,' Venezuela. 


La Paz, Bolivia, is his first post as a full-fledged ambassador. 


But when he gets there he faces a tough job. 


Some Chileans,, other Latin Americans and the Communist propa- 


gandists are trying to blame this latest Bolivian revolution directly 
on the U. S. The line is that the military government was driven 
out of power in the revolution because the U. S. wouldn't pay Bolivia 
a fair price for her tin. 


This is. of course-, the mainstay of the Bolivian economy. - But it 


is high-cost production and the ore isn't of high quality. 
For the 


past year the U. S. hasn't been buying any. 


The Bolivians asked $1.60 a pound, for bargaining purposes. The 


U. S. Reconstruction Finance Corporation, under Stuart Symington, 
offered $1.12. From others, principally Malaya and Indonesia, RFC 
has been buying at $1.18.' » * . . 


LARGEST PRODUCER IS U. S. CORPORATION 


This, however, is not the whole story, nor is it that simple. 
Bo- 


livia has three big tin-mining companies that account for three- 
fourths of its production. Largest is the famed Patino company. 
It is a U. S. corporation, with small share holdings in this country. 
But the principal owners are the Bolivian Patino family, fabulously 
wealthy, who live almost all the time in Europe. 


Next is the Hochschild mine, owned by an ex-Austrian who now 


iolds Argentine citizenship. And finally the Aramayo mines, Bolivian 
owned. 
The resentment of the Bolivian people and of the mine 


workers is largely centered against these three big operators, particu- 
larly those who are absentee owners. Political agitation for nationali- 
sation of the mine properties nas grown from this. 


Juan Lechin, head of the miners' union, played an important part 


n the revolution which has just overthrown the military junta that 
seized power and governed the country after the inconclusive elec- 
:ions" of last June. Lechin has not been tagged as a Communist, 
.hough there is a Commie Party in Bolivia, as well-as a co-operating 
Revolutionary Party of the Left, PIR. 


Main force in the revolt was the MNR, or Nationalist Revolu- 


ionary Movement. This is the,party of the exiled Victor Paz Estens- 
soro, who was invited to return as president.

ESTENSSORO IS NOT A COMMUNIST 


He is a well-educated and clever politician, in his 40's. He gained 


his reputation as a minister of finance, balancing the Bolivian budget 
and building up a dollar reserve for it during the wax. 


He found his MNR Party in 1941, rose to power in 1943 through an 


alliance with the military, was driven out of power and into exile 
during the revolution of 1946. He won the most votes for the presi- 
dency in the 1951 elections, but did not'get a clear majority. 
That 


was when the military again seized power, rather than permit the 
congress to elect him as constitutional president. 


During the war, Pax Estenssoro was suspected of being pro-Nazi. 


The U. S. waned from December, 1943, to the following June before 
recognizing his government. 
But he finally came through nicely to 


subdue an old German dominance in Bolivian affairs. 


He has also been suspected of being backed by Juan Peron of 


ihe Argentine*. That's where he spent most of his exile, but a Peron- 
ista alliance has not been proven on him. In 1943 the Bolivian Com- 
munists supported Paz Estenssoro's party,- but he is not a. Commie. 


He is sized up, rather, as an extreme nationalist, with a platform 


of Bolivia for the Bolivianos. Upon his return to La Paz he pAm- 
sed to provide food for all the people. That chore taken care of, he 
said, his next step would be appointment of a commission to study 
nationalization of Bolivia's tin mines. This is the man with whom 
Ambassador Sparks and the U. S. government will have to deal and 
come to terms.

Harold got out 
his rosary and we knelt in a corn- 
er and prayed with all our hearts. 


After that, there were a few 


minutes, of quiet and then came 
another bunch. They had a mas- 
ter key. 


They Were Different 


But these men were different 


from the others; they knew exact- 
ly what they were doing. Apparent- 
ly they were a raiding crew sent 
out to gather guards for hostage 
because they herded us in with 
others they already had. 


Finally they met another crew 


and we (the guards) were assem- 
bled together and driven on to 
15 block . . . and worked us in- 
side. 


The yard seemed to break up in 


a mad frenzy all around us. It 
seemed that one of the convicts 
had been shot by state police and 
the mob moved down on 15 block. 


"Give us a guard," they scream- 


ed. "One of our boys has been 
shot. Kill a guard." - 


The convicts with us argued 


but the mob only shouted the loud- 
er and finally someone shrugged 
and said, "What else can we do?" 


Caught Guard 


They caught 
hold of 
Henry 


Curry, opened the door and threw 
him out. We couldn't bear to look, 
yet we couldn't tear our 
eyes 


away. And can I say right now, 
thank God for our state police. 


Their squads were operating in 


the yards by now and there never 
was a more alert group of men. 
They must have been on the watch 
for something just like what hap- 
pened, for the minute they saw 
Curry pushed outside they made 
a drive outside 15 block. 


And that was all it took. The 


mob broke and ran and Henry got 
away safely. 


I can't tell you much of what 


happened in the yards after that. 
They herded us right on up to the 
fourth tier. They put each of us 
in a separate cell. Jack Hyatt was 
In charge of our floor. 


Not So Crazy 


They call him "Crazy Jack." 


But you'll never get me to believe 
he's crazy. He treated us fine, and 
he handled those other guys with 
him like someone who had com- 
manded men all his life. 


Through all the time we were 


there, every so often he'd have to 
go out and atop a fight or put 
down -some 
minor 
disturbance 


among his followers. He handled 
everything In a calm, routine man- 
ner and always had the situation 
under control.

sized that the rioters still face 
prosecution for crimes committed 
during the rebellion.

duals. The steel industry is direct-

"The president is an indispens- 


able party," Baldridge said, and 
added that the president himself 
cannot be enjoined.

Baldridge: "I would rather, your

SPRING VALLEY—(AP)-It otten happens that a lad rises from 


office messenger to president, but it isn't often that a boy becomes 
head coach in his own home town—and remains there for 21, y cads.
